The ‘Criminal justice and Public Order Bill* is currently being 
discussed in the Lords, It could become Taw- by June* The Bill 
includes the most extensive increase in state powers since World 
W 7 ar Two. If we do nothing, part live of the Bill alone could wipe 
out the thriving festival/st|uatting/travefling/rave/eco-active scene 
in this country by criminalising our lifestyles. This is nothing 
less than cultural deanring* If it goes ahead it will make CRIMI¬ 
NAL; 

SQUATTING - Everyone needs a roof over their heads. There are 
864,000 empty buildings in Britain .Being homeless under this Bill 
will become a crime. Squatters and young homeless people '‘Currently 
occupying empty properties would receive no warning of an eviction 
court case and only 24 hours notice of an eviction order. After this 
period occupying their home would become a criminal offence 
enabling the Police to use violence in a forced eviction.; Tenants and 
licensees would be vulnerable to similar abuse. 

TRAVELLING - The right to travel around the country has existed 
for centuries and is pan of our heritage. The Bill has provisions for 
local councils to eject travellers, even if they have the landowner's 
permission to stay, and would allow the Police to confiscate and 
destroy traveller's vehicles (i.e, homes) and possessions and even 
charge for the service! Another clause of the Bill guarantees that 
there will be no ‘legal* place for travelling families to stay by 
abolishing council's cuirent responsibility to provide sites under the 
Caravan Sites Act 1968. 

PARTIES AND FESTIVALS - Free parties and ‘unlicensed 5 raves, 
in fact any gathering of people that does not meet the approval of 
‘public servants', such as council officials or Police officers, would 
be criminalised. There would be Police powers to ‘redirect' anyone 
within five miles of a gathering, confiscate equipment and arrest 
people simply for attending, attempting to attend, or 'inciting' (sic) 
someone to attend such a gathering. 

PEACEFUL PROTEST - Our right to protest agmnst things we 
believe to be immoral or unethical will become illegal. “Aggravated 
trespass” as it will be known includes disrupting ‘lawful activity’ 

(sic) such as road building at Twyford Down, the Ml 1 and Bath and 
bloodsports. Lying in front of a bulldozer or sabbing a hunt will 
become a criminal offence. There would also be new Public Order 
offences to cover people trespassing in groups or gathering on land. 


The Criminal Justice Bill has 117 clauses, many of which ignore the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights. The clauses in part five 
described above are the tip of an iceberg of massively increased state 
power. There is no doubt that the Bill will become law. BUT remem¬ 
ber they can only implement it if we let them. Their power comes 
from our obedience. By the end of June we need a mass united 
movement prepared to fight this injustice. Involve yourself in Peaceful 
Direct Action. Occupy a local building, - disrupt lawful activities . on 
land in the open air’ i.e. iox hunting, road building. Get 100 friends 
and have a party or a picnic on your local common, lock yourself onto 
Parliament, spread the word, unite forces with other groups affected by 
the Bill: Environmentalists, Trade Unions, Homeless, Ramblers, 
Ravers, Hunt Sabs. They can only win if we do nothing.

McBullshitters strike again . . 


On 7th September, 1993 members of Nottingham Earth First! and East 
Midlands Animal Rights Coalition occupied McDonalds Exchange Walk 
store. The group of 25 hung banners, distributed leaflets, sat on counters 
and D-locked onto anything available. The manager was informed that 
they would not leave until McDonalds had satisfactorily answered 20 
questions relating to the company’s record of ecological and animal abuses, 
maltreatment of employees and the current ‘McLibell trial’.The man¬ 
ager called Head Office who refused to offer any information and told 
him to deal with the situation. Like a good corporate boy he called the 
local Police who told some demonstrators to leave the store. Not wishing 
to show any disrespect for the authority of the public sen/ants, the group

left the store. Half an hour later twice as many different protestors occu¬ 
pied the store. This time the manager and Police locked the doors and 
allowed ‘genuine’ customers out one by one. The remaining protestors 
were arrested and immediately taken away, except for one bloke whose 
interpretation of ‘No Compromise’ meant that the Fire Brigade had to be 
called out staircase he._w.as D-locked to. 

After being held in cells-Ovemight the Me 19 appeared before Nottinham 
magistrates charged with Section % (ie disorderly conduct). Before the 
trial McDonalds did its bit for unbiased justice by displaying a poster in 
the window proclaiming that the store had been ‘occupied by members 
of the A.L.F.* and prompting public minded customers to come forward 
and claim they were upset by the sight of people giving out leaflets. 
Fortunately for McBullshitters one such customer came forward and ap¬ 
peared at the trial, his twisted version of events clashing with the contra¬ 
dictory evidence of Police and the manager. Despite the fact that 
McDonald’s own instore video proved the police etc. to be liars, the 
magistrates found everyone guilty. 

14 of those conviced decided to take it further and the case came to 
appeal at the end of March this year. The Police and manager had still 
not ironed out the clashes in their evidence and 9 appellants had the case 
aganist them dropped. The remaining Eve were not so fortunate. At the 
end of three days in court the judge started his summing-up by saying; 
“Not wishing to get involved in the politics of this but it seems to me that 
animals eat more animals than people do. Take lions foe example”! He 
then doubled the sentences to 24 months conditional discharges and im¬ 
posed £100 costs.

Some of you maybe aware that the plans for the Greater 
Nottingham Orbital Loop Road (see NOTFIN 9) have 
been scrapped due to popular opposition. What you may 
not know is that Nottinghamshire County Council still 
intend to build the Eastern End of the road from West 
Bridgeford to Gedling, including a 4th bridge over the 
Trent. 

This crossing has been talked about for years. If built 
this road w'ould be illuminated and partially elevated, 
commencing at a much enlarged Ganston Lings Bar 
roundabout. It would cross Adboiton Lance demolish¬ 
ing a Grade 11 listed building. It would then cross the 
Trent near the racecourse destroying the peaceful local 
environment of the ‘Hook’ fields adjacent to it. 

There is no need for this road. More roads=more 
cars=more roads etc. Lady Bay Bridge is currently un¬ 
der capacity. In reality the other bridges are “full” of 3/4 
empty vehicles.
